TO' FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS 


I 


T has been discovered that the. death-rate" from tuber- 


culosis is greater by nearly double among1 the col- 


ored races than among the whites. In New York City, 
with a colored population of between 60,000 and ,65,000 the 
death rate from the dread plague 5.33 per cent as agumst 
2.37 per 1000 among the whites, showing plainly that the 
stronghold of tuberculosis Is in the colored population. 


Acting \ipon this information, the Society for the Pre- 


vention of Tuberculosis has organized a sub-committee 
of twenty-one colored physicians and clergymen to fight 
'the disease among- the colored people of that city, and 
the Health Board has put its dispensary under the super- 
vision of the medical members of the sub-committee for 
three evenings a week. In addition to affording 'the color- 
ed physicians every facility for studying the disease among 
their race a course of illustrated lectures dealing with tu- 
berculosis will be given in the colored churches. The so- 
ciety believes ithat work along this line is needed before 
much can be done to lessen the number of tuberculosis 
cases in New Tork.
